Thefe two circumftances were favourable to the pri- 
foner, in as much as the former fiatly contradicted the teflimony of 
Ratcliff, where he was proving the prifoner to be a principal in di- 
reéting Rofiere to give him a packet, which was afterwards found to 
contain information to the enemy; and the fecond circumftance gave 
a colour to the explanation made by his counfel, of his reafons for em- 
ploying a cutter to carry things to France, 

Mr Kobert Sieward was the gentleman at Sandwich to whom Rat- 
cliff had communicated his fufpicions about the contents of the dif 
patches that had been eotrufted to him, and who tranfmitted them to 
Lord Hill{borough’s office, and to Mr 6tephens of the Admiralty : 
He fwore to the days (the firft of which was the 3d of July laft} on 
which he had tranimitted the difpatches; and 

Sir Stanier Porieen, who belongs to Lord Hillsborough’s office, con- 
firmed his.teftimony, by fwearing tothe days on which they jad arri- 
ved. He likewiie fwore to twoor three lettere that hot becn Pepped 
at the Pol Oifce, one~of which he “himitit nade epied; the others 
were copied by a clerk in the office. He produced one of the originals, 
but had loft the cover in which it had been inclofed, and cauld not re- 
He faid, that after the difpatches had been read 
by the Secretary of State, they were fent back to Mr Steward, who re- 
turned them to Ratcliff, to fend them to France. This t feems.had 
cccafioued the delay, of which de la Motte bad complained to Ratcliff 


Mr Muaddifon, of the Poft Office, proved the other copies that were 
in the hand-writing of one of the clerks. He faid, when the copies 
were fhewn to him in Court, that they were in the hand-vriting of a 
Mr Dupuis, who was now dead. Being asked, How he knew that Mr 
He replied, becaufe I was at his funeral. 

The Attorney General was then going to have the copies read; but 
Mr Dunning flopped him, and here the argument was renewed, which 
had been opened, but waved, when Mr Attorney was opening the pro- 


Mr Dunning infifted, that though copies might fometimes be read in 
evidence, yet it was only when the profecutots had it not in their power 
to produce the ¢riginals ; and, upon this principle af law, that the next 
beft evidence may be produced, when it is impoflible to’ come at the 
But this was not the cafe in the prefent queftion. © The pro- 
fecutors had been adiuailly in poffeffion of the origitals; and therefore, 
they had it in their power to produce better evidence than that to which 
they were then endeavouring to refort; and fince ‘they did not think 
proper to avail themfelves of that pofleffion,’but had renounced it, they 
muft now of courfe renounce all claim to the sight of giving the next 
beft evidence, which is admiifiile only upon the impoffibility of procu- 
But he went farther, and contended, that if even the o- 
riginals were produced, he would have a fair ground to object to their 
being read ; becaufe no proof whatfoever had as yet been adduced that 
brought the writing of the papers in queltion home to Mr de la Motte; 
for they had all pafled into the hands of Ratcliffe, through thofe of 
Rojiere ; and not one had been delivered to him by the pritoner. But 
pethaps thefe originals might tend to the juitification of Mr de la Mot- 
te; for it was poflible, and, for ought that could be ftated to the cou- 
trary, probable that they were in the hand-writing of Ratclit® himtelf, 
The Court gave an opinion in favour of Mr Dunning’s laft argument ; 
and therefore Mr Attorney gave up that point af law, bat infitted that 
the fact was on His fide, secaue the wines ate os ee TAS 
he had received the’ parcels from the hands ef de® Motte ; aud, as 
this brought them home to him, fo of courfe the codices might now be 
‘this involved a point of law top; but, Mr Juftice 
Buller, Mr Juflice Heath, and Mr Recorder, compariag their notes, all 
agreed, that Ratcliff had not faid that he had got any thing from the 
hands of de la Motte but two trunks. The reading of the copies was

Jealous, one of the Bow Strect gang, whorfaid, that on the 5th of Ja-

fervant. The next day, about two o'clock, a double knock was heard 
It was Mr de la Motte who had given it. ‘The fervant 
was permitted to go and ‘et him in; and told him inthe pallage what 
guetts he had in the houfe. The conilables were on the ftairs watching 
him. It was impoffible for him to efcape ; and therefore he wilhed to 
rid himfe'f of fome papers, which pulling from his pockét, he let dcop, 
or threw from him, he (Jea/ous) looking on'ali the time. He picked 
up the papers, marked them all, and gave them: to Mr Chamberlain, 
the Solicitor to the Treafury. 

Mr Chamberlain produced them, and fwore that they were the fame 
that. Fealous the conftable had given to him. Of thefe papers, No. 1. 
contained a minute and exact {tate of the condition of our navy in the 
different ports of the kingdom ; together with their names, number of 
guns, complement of men, ftate of repairs, and the prohable time 
when they would be fit for failing. No. 2. contained a fimilar account 
of our men of war abroad, and was particularly accarate in ftating the 
number of guns loft by our different thips in the dreadfal hurricane in 
No. 3. figned ‘* Thos.

No, 4. A letter directed ‘* to John Theed ju- 
nior, Efq; Philpot Lane, London ;” dated from Wickham, and figned 
* Hemy Lutterloh.” The writer acknowledges ia it the receipt of a bill. 
No. 5. A Frank. No. 6. A letter to Mrs Wail, Little Carrington Street, 
It came from Lutterloh, and prayed Mrs Wall (who keeps 
a pamphlet fhop) to get him fome franks direéted to John Theed, jua. 
No, 7. wasa tavern bill, which, however carefully pre- 
ferved by Mr Chamberlain, was not thought to contain any very treaton- 
able information ; and therefore it was: not read; but all the others 
were; and Jealous declared they were the papers that the prifoper had

Mr Sister, one of the King’s meffengers, proved,.that he had appre-

He faid, that on bis 

firft conneétion with the prifoner, in the line of obtaining intelligence, 

which was in the year 1778, he received from him a falary of eight 
guineas a month; which in fome time was augmented to a monthly 

aliowance of fifty guineas, exclufive of very valuable prefents. By 

orders of Monficur De la Motte, he had two fmugglers always in 

readinefs to put to fea; and if any thing extraordinary was to occur, 

which would not brook delay, he was isitru€ted to fend off an account 

of it to France, without waiting to acquaint him of it; and if he had 

any thing extraordinary to inform De la Motte, he was to come up 

to him in perfen ; otherwite he was to write to him by poft. Several 

papers, as well thofe which had been found in his garden, as thole 
that De la Motte had thrown away when he was apprehended, were 

fhewn to the witnefS: feveral of them he fwore to be in the hands 
writing of the prifoner ; and particularly one of thof which had been 

picked up by Fealous the conitable; he fwore to above fixteen papers 
in all, which he declared bad been written by Mr de la Mottc—in 
particular No. 7—-which had been written in his own prefence, and 
contained inftruétions, by which Lutterloh was to repulate his condad, 

with refpect to fending off his intelligence. Another paper was pro- 
duced, which he faid be had got from the Admir.ity Office, at Portfmouth, 
from a perfin THAT BE HAD IN THRE Ovrice- On his crofs-exe 
amination, he did not fwerve a jot from the evidence he had given, 
asto the hand writing of De la Motte; but he gave a Liftory of his 
own conduct and life, which the Council for the prifoner hoped would 
make fucb an impreffion on the mind of the Jury, as would d-{troy the 
verdict of his evidence, in their mind. 

He confeffed, that he had bound himfelf by every tie of honour, never 
to betray -his friend ; and yet he confefled, that he had violated bis 
honour when he went to Paris to treat with Monf. de Sartine; for 
there he agreed, that 40001. fhould be given to the prifoner, to him- 
felf, and to a friend whom he kept in petto. and which friend was no 
other than himfelf ; fo that at the very ontfet of the treaty, he endea- 
voured, by mentioning a third perfon, to defraud de la Motte of as 
much of the 40001. as fhould come to the thare of the third perfon. 
He very honettly difclaimed, (if the word bone/ly can be properly ap+ 
plied on fuch an occafion) all good intention towards England, in re- 
vealiag his agreement, with Monf. de Sartine, to Sir Hugh Pallifer; 
and fairly confefled, that he betrayed his agreement folely for the pur 
pofe of enriching himfclf : he was now rich—lived upon his fortune 
(—and horrid to relate it!) he had obtained that fortune through the 
prifoner at the bar. Mr Denning charged him with having faid, atter 
the bill had been found vy the grand jury—that it could not have been 
found but for him-—that de la Motte was a man of fortune, and that 
he would have a flice of it: bat all this he flatly denied. Being quei- 
tioned as to his paft life, he gave the following account of himfelf :— 
That about fifteen years fince, he came to England upon a vifit to an 
uncle, whe was Ambaffador from the Duke of Brunfwick ; and going 
to Mr Taylor’s to learn Englifh, he became enamoured of that gen- 
tleman’s daughter, and married her, whereby he incurred the difplea- 
fare of his relations. Being reduced to diftrefs, he engaged as a livery 
fervant to Captain Phillip’s, upon quitting whole fervice, he lived in 
the fame capacity with M: Wildman, of Lincoln’s-inn. Being difmif- 
fed by Mr Wildman, he took achandlers fhop in Great Wild-ftreet, 
and having accepted the drafts of a relation to a confiderable amount, 
he was much harratled by the preffing importunities of his creditors; 
to avoid which importunities he retirefhto Germany; iome time after 
which he returned to England, and availed himfelf of an infolvent ad. 
—Being at Portfmouth during the naval review, he gained emplov- 
meat, as busk-Reeper at the Uearge-ine. la thic Gtastio. he pray! 
ed a fcheme for parchafing aims in the petty German faces, for the 
ufe of America, and vilited that quarter of the globe, ia order to pro- 
mote this plan, which, however, was not attended with fuccefs; and 
after this commented his connexion with the prifoner.— 

“When Lutterloh had withdrawn, a gentleman in Court was fworn to 
interpret f»me of the papers which were found in Lutterloh’s gat- 
den at Wickham, in the hand-writing of Ve la Motte. That called 
the iujructions was to the following purport: This day of — 
precifely at —o’clock, wind —-~ failed Commodore Johnftone, with 
the foilowing fhips :

The blanks were to be filled up by Lutterloh; and the moment the 
ficet thouldwweigh anchor, he was to difpatch the two {muggling cut- 
ters he had in »aiting; one of them to Breft, where he was to deliver 
the abeve account to the commandant de la Marine, and to take a 
receipt from him, {tating the day and hour on which it had been re- 
ceived.—Jf, by contrary winds, or other accident, the fmaggler could 
not make Breit, then he was to land at Uthant, and give his difpatch 
to the commandant, taking a receipt as abyve.—lf he thould not be 
able to make either Brett or Uthant, then he was to land ac St Maloes, 
and deliver his pacquet, and take a receipt alio as above ; but he was 
not to think of either Uthant or St Malves, except he thould find it 
abfolutely impoffible to make Breft. ‘The other fmuggler was to iteer 
right for Cadiz, and deliver a counterpart of the above dilpatch to the 
commandant of the Marine in that port, and get a receipt.—tif he 
culd not make Cadiz, he was to go to Ferrol; and if he could not 
ke either, he wag to go to Lihon, and deliver his difpatches to the 
Fiench Ambaflador, taking a receipt. There was a noiz dene, that in 
the receipt the year was to be defigned by P. P. the day, by the name 
of the Saint whofe feftival is celebrated on that day, and the hour 
plainly in figures. Another paper contained a moft minute account of 
the flate of Commodore Johnitone’s fquadron, together with that of the 
troops that were to embark init. A ivtter mentioned the fiect under 
the words, our family; fingle thips—war cdildrew ; and Sir Samuel Hood 
—our Coutin S. H. 

Mr Todd, Secretary to the Poft Office, faid, that he had it in orders, 
to ftop all letters dire€ted to Mr Greilerrue de Richeheu @ Paris; that 
he had itepped three. 

Francis Bawr iwore that they were in the hand-writing of De la 
Motte: ‘That he had known him fince December lait; and had teen 
him write once-—though but once ; and yet {wore to the hand-writing 
ofa letter which had been written in bis prefence, he faid, but not one 
word of which he had feen at the time. He was to have had a falary 
too, but De la Motte was taken up foon after he became acquainted 
with him. ‘ 

Mr Le Qucint was next called : He was the banker through whofe 
hands the prifoner had received his remittances, which, fince the year 
1778 to the end of the lait year, amounted to 30001. He had teen 
him write anote er two, and had received many from him ; but till 
he apprized the Court, that his knowledge of the hand-writing was 
very uncertain ; however, he faid, that he belicveti fome of tht pape 
which had been thewn to him in Court, were in the hand-writing o 
the prifoner ; and others (to which Lutierlo. had {worn politively) he 
believed were not of his hand-writing.

‘This gentleman endeavoured, ina very pretty manne, to turn 
the misfortune of tofing Mr Dunning to the advantage: of the prifoner, 
by making an inftrement of it to excite compaffion inthe breatts of the 
jury : He made a warm appeat to their generolity and biberality In bes’ 
half of a gentleman (then a prilonec at the bar), who, as he’ was tn- 
fortunate, might challenge their compatffion s.asth ¢ was'a gentleman,” 
was an object of ‘their pity; and, as.he was a.toveigner, might claim™ 
at their hands all that indulgence that tiberak and generous Farglith-- 
mea could beftow. His misfortuacs, and not any intention to myjure — 
this State, had brought him among xs. Sprung fran’ a noble anda 
wealthy family, he had embraced the profeilion.ef ams; and, in many 
actions, as Colonel of the regiment ‘of Soubife,. he acquired high re= 
putation for his gallantry. . Krem his father he inherited the ttle of 
Baron D’ Acremout, together with a confiderable eftate in’ Alfacé= bot, 
like moft young noblemch,- launched into extravaganec, whereby he 
greatly impaired his fortune ; and juft-at that tine “his diftreffes were 
encreafed, by the lofs of, his regiment, which had been difbanded. 
Unable, therefore, to live in that fplendor with whieli he ufed:to aps _ 
pear, he quitted-France, agd came over to England to live private, 
uport a fmali fortune, juft as our countrymen go-to Erance to nurfé 
their thattered fortunes. While he was here, ‘his friénds difpoted of 
his eflate ; and as molt titles in Frange are annexed to the chateau.or 
country feat, with the. eftate’ fre loft the barony of Acremozt, which 
became vefted in the purchafer ; fill his 4ortune was not rutded; for, 
, by the careful management of his friends, enough remained to fapply 

the neceflaiies, and even the comforts of life: But his fpirit could tot 
bend to live in obfcurityima country where he had formerly lived with 
eclat; and therefore he determined to remaio in England, where, ifhe 
could not live like a‘ ndbleman as he was, ftill he was rich-enough to 
be above the reach of temptation, to acquire a great fortune, by dif- 
honourable means; and thoagh fich wretches as Lutierloh might be 
prompted from diftrefs, to. do any ‘thing for money, that was by no 
means the cafe with the prifoner at the bar; he was equally a flranger 
to indigence and to meannefs. Before his affairs had been fettled by 
his friends in France, lic had got acquainted with Bawr, who propoled 
to him to repair his fortune, by entering into trade : This was a pro- 
pofal, which, fro # national preindices, he would have once rejected, 
becaufe trade degrides a gentleman in Fiance; but &s he had retolved 
to pafs the remainder of his life’ in England, where the firft families 
hold themselves not difhonoured.by commerce, he hearkened to the 
propoial, and embriced it. He had a fine tafe for painting and en- 
graving, and therefore refolved to deal in prints, a commodity with 
which he was fo well acquainted. ‘This would. be proved by refpectable 
evidence, which he, therefore; trutted would have a proper weight 
with the jury. He entered then upop the evidence of the hand-writ- 
ing; and he faid, that to comvidt any perfon of high treafon, the overt 
att mult be proved by the teftimony of fwo witneiles—this wasthe law 
of the land; and fach it would be’ lsid down to the jury. it was-alfo 
the Jaw, that /milarity of hand-writing—was not to be admitted as 
proof of hand-writing—-this alfo would be declared by the berich : ‘This, 
therefore, being the law, the prifoner ought not to be convicted ; for 
all thote who had proved the hand+wvriting of the prifoner at the bar, 
had all (except Lutterloh) had proved it fram /nilerity only; for Lut- 
terloh was the only witnefs who {wore that he had actvally /een Monf. 
Ve la Motte write any one of the papers prodmced in evidence ;-if 
therefore, evidence fyom fimilarity was inadmiflible, then, of courfe, 
the prifoner muff be acquitted ; becaufe, even fuppofing Lutterloh to 
have fworn the truth, flill there was but que witnels to the overt at; 
and, as the law required swo, the evidence of one was the eviderice OF. - 
nobody. "Thofe whe had fworn merely from fintilarisy of wiiting ought 
not to be attended. to, even though they trould fwear what they be- 
lieved to be true, as he was fure Mr Ie Qnoint had done; for. in 
the courts of Weltmin(ter-Hall fuch evidence would not be admitted in- 
an aQion of 51. he.therefore hoped, that what would-be reje@ted ass 7 
evidence for fo trifling a fum, «would not be_admitted in order to take 
away the life, andavhat was déater to him thaw life, the honour.of the 
unfortunate gentleman who ftood at» the bart” Bat though the evi- > 
dence from fimilarity of hand-writing were admitible as /ega/ evidence y 
yet in a cafe of fuch moment.as that beforé them, where convittion ] 
would inevitably be followed by, the nioft drcadful punithmedit, he 
hoped the jury would confider how. liable men were to mitlakes and 
errors; and that therefore they would not, spon tettimony that might 
be erroneous, pronounce a verdiét: that, mutt be-fatak to the tf€and ho- 
nour of the prifoner. If he himfclf could have been iascautious in fuch 
amatter, he had, withia thefe three. weeks; been a witnefs to 4 ffan{= | 
attion that would have tanght him caution: all the days of his fife. ‘The’ 
fact was this, in the Court of Exchequer, a gentleman in the Cuftonis,” 
whofe name is Bate, and whofe reputation for truth and integrity ftands 
as high as that, perhaps, of any men in England, appeared aout’ a 
month ago, to prove the hand writing of a genticman to a petition : 
he could {wear only from the fimilarity of the writinp'in' the petition, 
to the hand which he had often feen the gentleman wiite,—from this” 
fimilarity he was convinced, and offered to fwear—I myfelf (fatd Mr 
Peckham) advifed him to be cautious.—} fid Ke ‘might be, miftaken ¢ 
nay that he was mi‘taken ; for I would produce in the Court the very 
petfon who had figned‘the petition ; and: that perfon was nat.the gen- 
theman by whom Mr Bate was geing to {wear it had been figned. But 
. Mr Bate was pofitive; ‘he would'arid did fwear—wand be wag mi tokow ; 
—for it appeared afterwards. that the petition had heen figned by the 
entleman’s elerk, and not by himfelf, as Mr Bate fappoled and be- 
ieved.—For the truth of this anecdéte he appealed to both the Crown 
Lawyers thea by his fide, who would vouch for the truth of every fyl- 
lable he had advanced upon that subject ; for they wete both in the - 
Court of Exchequer at that. time. “Seppofe then, Gentlemen, (ex- 
claimed Mr Peckham to the Jury) fuppofe the life of the prifoner had

And what proof was there even 
that he had written’ any thing ? A proof grounded upon, the Gmilarity 
of kand-writiag—a'p that ought not to be admitted ; a proof that 
was attempted in the @lé of Francia the Jew, and which was much 
better fported, than that. which had been given this day ; and which 
neverthelefs had failed ‘for fiach evidence’ was rejected, and Francia 
was acquitted. But fuppofing the Ietters found on the prifoner, to have 
been written by him, itt he would contend that they were not freajon- 
oble : he would admit tndéed that they were créminal ; but when the jury 
thould confider that the prifoner had been confined for /even months in 
almoft a dungeon in @ tower, within the tower : that for four, he had 
been debarred from aH fociety,: nay, even the ufe of pen, ink, and pa- 
per} and for the la@.three anonths, nore-but his counfel and attorncy 
had been permitted te;bave docefs. ito htm ; when all this fhould be 
confidered, the jury would certainty think with him, that.his punith 
ment odt-balarced his crime: and that. he (hould not now be called 
to exphite with his life, a ériine which he had already atoned for, fuf- 
ficiently atoned for by 2 long confinement. With refpeé to the wit- 
nefs Bawr, he had but latély, it feems,’ offered his fervices to the law 
officcrs of the Crown; for ix weeks ago,’ when the lift of witneffes was 
given to the prifoner, 35 the. Jaw direéts, the name of Bawr was not 
among thenr; fo that had the pyifoner been tried fix weeks ago, how- 
ever guilty Ne might Have been, he muft have been acquitted, becaufe 
there would have been but one witnels to the overt act, the writing of 
othe inftru€tions, &c..

By letters from Bombay and Bafforah, the Eaft India Com- 
pany have reccived information, that 2000 of the Bengal fea- 
poys, defigned for the afliftance of Fort St George, had~been 
prevailed upon to proceed by fea; that they embarked om that 
fervice early in January laft on board the Company’s thip 
Duke of Portland, and other veffels, and that Sir Eyre Coote 
took the field the #7th of January. 

By the fame channel of information, the Court of Directors 

‘have received advice of the fafe arrival of the Ccntoany’s thip 
Royal Admiral, at Bombay, the 14th of February, and that 
the five Coaft and Bay thips, which failed with the Royal Ads 

-miral, arrived at Fort St George the rorh of January, ~~ 

The fame letters ftate, that, on the sft March lalt, advice 
was received at Bombay from Madrafs, dated the 25th of Ja- 
nuary 1781 importing, that a French fleet of fix fail of the 
line and two frigates, were then ftanding into Madrafs Road. 

A farther account mentions fix fail of the line and three fri- 
gates, befides one fhip of the line and two frigates,’ cruizing 
farther to the northward, and a like force Jying ia Acheen 
Road, and that they feemed all found and well manned. 

A. Portuguefe fhip, which left Bengal the beginning of Ja-
